CARLSBAD, CAL., Sept. 19, 1971 — Bob Grossi was visably 
upset. “Jeez, | wish | could race in this one!” His eyes scanned 
the program which had broken down the purse; $1,800 for first 
overall. That’s what he had won at Evel Knievel’s biggie last 
spring. But Bob was hindred by a cast and he couldn't race; he 
wasn't the only one. 

Many of the Europeans, notably Joel Robert and Roger 
DeCoster, had hoped to jump the Atlantic for a starting position 
on the line for the first United States Grand Prix Motocross here 
at Carlsbad Raceway, but contract agreements made early in the 
year were unbreakable. So, they and many more didn't show. 

Those that did show, however, displayed all the tenacity of 
Dave Bickers’ apparently surprising statement, "When | ride over 
here, | try harder. Over in Europe it’s a big game, and it’s a lot of 
fun." But today, Bickers indeed did try harder. 

In the first moto, while Sylvain Geboers continually failed to 
find a way around the leading Torlief Hansen, Bickers was 
charging up through the ranks after a very poor start; so poor, in 
fact, that he was running 17th on lap three. He finished a 
creditable fifth, took a third in the second, and ended the day 
with a second to finish third overall. 

“I'm getting too bloody old for this," he joked at the finish 
line while dousing himself with a cup of water. He'd said this 
often in the past but never really meant it. Today, the fatigue 
showed on the 17-year veteran, but he still wasn't really pushed 
as some of the fellows were, especially with the water hole a 
third of the way around the course.

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ROCKWOOD WINS ASCOT HOT ONE

GARDENA, CAL., Sept. 17, 1971 — 
The national circuit riders are back for 
the rest of the year and the final tuneup 
for the Ascot National this coming 
Saturday night will be hard to top for 
sheer fine racing. 

Many of the top California Experts 
who have been gone most of the season 
were back. One of the many was Tom 
Rockwood, the '70 Ascot point champ. 

It was a typical Tom, first a third fast 
time in qualifying and then a poor start 
in the heat race and a third place finish. 
Then another bad start in the semi and 
another third place finish and a next to 
last start position in the ten rider final. 

Rockwood started to get going in the 
dash with a good start and a close third 
in a three rider group finish that was 
won by Sammy Tanner. Tanner, the fast 
qualifer, rode his best race in many a 
season to capture the dash inches ahead 
of Nicholas and Rockwood. 

In the heat race Tanner was also 
leading when he broke a primary chain, 
dropping him out-of a spot in the final. 

Nicholas, Lloyd Houchins and Terry 
Dorsch were the three heat race winners 
with Houchins introducing the 750cc 
BSA twin to competition for the first 
time. 

The Main Event, perhaps one of the 
best ever for a California half mile final, 
had Dave Aldana up front early in the 
race with Nicholas a close second and 
Rockwood working his way up from the 
back. 

Then Nicholas took over as both 
Jobn Hateley and Rockwood closed to 
the rear wheel of Aldana who was still 
right on the rear wheel of Norton 
mounted Nicholas. 

With three laps to go Nicholas 
dropped out with a broken primary 
chain and a classic three rider duel was 
on. Rockwood zipped by Hateley with 
two laps to go and caught and passed 
Aldana on the final lap. The two traded 
the lead three times before the final 
turn. 

Aldana led going into the last turn 
but Rockwood with that uncanny 
ability to square off anddrive in low 
scooted inside, Hateley was right 
behind. 

The three came out of the final turn 
abreast with Rockwood in the middle 
and the handlebars of all three machines 
over-lapping. The last turn is Tom’s best 
as he put the wheel of the Triumph up 
front in the dash to the finish. Hateley 
also came in low to nip Aldana for 
second at the line. The margin from first

CORONA, CAL., Sept. 18, 1971 — 
SoCal’s two top Juniors teamed to edge 
the Experts in the time trials and the 
combined Main Event in the latest oval 
outing at Corona Raceway. 

Gary Scott set a new one-lap record 
in time trials, topping the record 
breaking efforts of four Experts during 
the nationals last July. His one lap ride 
at 22:37 knocked out the old mark of 
22:44 set by Don Castro. 

Scott then topped Eddie Mulder, 
Frenchy LeBlanc and Jim Nicholson in 
the heat race. Terry Dorsch, Scott’s 
number one threat at the eastside oval, 
also won his heat, defeating Ron Moore, 
Lloyd Houchins and John Hateley. 

Then came the trophy dash and the 
end to Scott’s night of racing. Gary 
took the lead on the first lap from 
Dorsch as the riders headed into the 
tricky south turn. Dorsch lost his rear 
brake and drove into Scott. Both riders 
went down hard. 

Scott was taken to the ambulance but 
refused the ride. to the hospital. He sat 
out the Main Event, holding one hand in 
the other and stated that he was on his 
way the next day to see his own doctor. 
Mulder went on to win his first dash of 








to third place at the finish was less than 
two lengths. 

Rockwood now has a first and a 
second his last two times at Ascot and 
moves into a prime contender spot for 
the National win along with ‘70 winner 
Gene Romero and Ascot point leader, 
Jody Nicholas. 


Two Eastern Juniors invaded Ascot 
for the first time to try on Gary Scott 
for size: “Frenchy "LeBlanc, Decatur, 
Ga., and Jim Weinert, Middletown, 
N.Y., both Triumph mounted. LeBlanc 
timed in for third fast Junior spot and 
won his heat race with a good ride. 
Weinert, running second in his heat race, 
fell off and did not make the semi nor 
the Junior final. 


LeBlanc came from sixth on the first 
lap of the final to move into third place 
on lap two but could climb no farther as 
Scott again added a heat and Main 
Event win to his new streak that now 
stands at nine in a row. Ron Moore

the year with Dave Smith taking second. 

The Main Event, the best ever at 
Corona, had three and four riders wheel 
to wheel and nose to nose from start to 
finish. 

On the final lap, Junior Ron Moore, 
who had held a narrow lead, managed to 
hold off Dorsch, Frank Gillespie and 
Hateley. It took quite a few seconds 
after the flag to decide just who had 
beat who as the finish was that close, 
and that crowded. From first to fourth 
was less than two feet!! 

It was Moore’s first major win of the 
season and his first over the Expert in 
Main Event racing. The crowd went wild 
the entire 15 laps and cheered the front 
four from start to finish. 

Scott Brelsford continued to 
dominate the Novice class at Corona as 
well as Ascot and again scored a pair of 
wins in the 250cc class aboard his 
Yamaha. Steve Nichols again did the 
chasing after each rider had won his 
heat race. 

Michigan’s Mike 


Johnson, riding 


Corona for the first time, took a second 
behind Nichols in the heat but pulled 
only a sixth place in the final, dropping 
one position down over his previous 
night’s effort at Ascot. 


Tom Rockwood pulled out an Ascot win two weeks before the National here, making his prospects look good. 


finished a solid second with LeBlanc a 
distant third but getting the feel of 
Ascot a little better on each lap. 

Scott. Brelsford also had a new 
challenger from out of state in the 
Novice ranks. Mike Johnson, the highly 
regarded first year pro from Flint, 
Michigan was on hand for the first time. 

This did not stop the Yamaha 250 
ace as he rang up wins number 15 and 
16 to tie the Novice record set in 1963 
by Paul Conserriere. Brelsford had an 
easy time in both outings but will have 
to wait two weeks for the return of 
Novice half mile racing to try for a new 
lighweight win record.

M.O.R.E. ON MEDICARD

I have often said that the best dollar 
you can spend as a motorcyclist is by 
joining MORE,but now I must retract 
that.

IRWAINDALE, CAL., Sept. 18, 1971 — 
Clem Johnson’s “Barn Job” picked up a 
long-awaited win in the Top Fuel Drag- 
bike Eliminations at Irwindale. The big 
Vincent (over 96 cubic inches), piloted 
by Jim Leineweber, polished off all 
comers with runs of over 170 mph in 
the low nine-second bracket. 

The “Barn Job" was super-consistent 
all day, defeating Rick Sackett's Harley 
in the first round. Second round action 
saw Jim Book (H-D) go down to a 
hard-to-believe defeat. Cook ran a quick 
9.13 at 165.13 to Leineweber's slower 
9.21 and 169.17. This shows what a 
good start can do in drag racing. 

At the same time the “Barn Job” was 
eating up its competition, Boris Murry 
was doing his share of winning. First it 
was Tim Marks on a gas-burning 96-inch 
Harley. Joe Smith was the next to go 
out leaving the final round tó dragbike 
racing's big names; Boris Murry and 
Clem Johnson. - 

In the right lane, Murry with full 
fairing on his twin-engined Triumph 
90-inch fuler; in the left lane, Leinweber 
aboard 96-plus-inches of fighting 
Vincent. ‹ 

At the green it appeared as though 
Murry’s Triumph was to win. But 
Leineweber wasn’t going to let it go that 
easily. In the top end Murry began to 
fade. At the quarter-mile it was 
Johnson's *Barn Job" with a time of 
9.44 and 170.45 to Boris Murry's 10.88 
at 168.53. 

Also present were several unusual 
twin-engined machines. Action Four's 
eight-cylinder *2x4" Honda along with 
the Tedder and Muldoon's twin Honda 
entry. Even more unusual was a twin 
engined 125x2  McCullough-powered 
“mini monster”. Rider Dean Tamborn 
tells us that the bike holds two 
Bonneville records. Also there was a 
Yamaha 160 — really twin 80’s — 
ridden by Harlon Bice. 

In the money e.t. brackets, the first 











and fastest went to R. E. McDonald 
who took home the $75 purse. The 
second and slower bracket saw Tom 
Franklin (Suz) defeat Dean Tamborn’s 
“mini monster’ to collect the 50 
dollars. 

Those of you who follow bike drags 
may remember several weeks ago when 
Troy Pegues looped his big Harley at 
Lions. Well, folks, Troy has done 
himself one better. Troy went into a 
high speed wobble through the traps 
and flew off the top of his bike, 
bouncing the rest of the way through 
the light. Fortunately he was unhurt 
and will probably race next week at 
Lions.

GREAT BARRINGTON, MASS., Sept. 
18, 1971 — Evel's on the fair circuit. It's 
a gas — cotton candy, midway shuckers, 
livestock, ferris wheels, horse races and 
Evel Knievel as the finale. 

Some folks don't stay for the jump, 
but many others forego the previous 
festivities and come only to sée Evel 
Knievel. 

This time it looked bike a bummer — 
hastily conceived and stillborn in the 
muddy center of the Great Barrington 
Fairgrounds — the 131st consecutive 
annual fair. Advance publicity listed it 
as a record-breaker; 20 cars, two 
tractor-trailers (end-to-end) and 100 
men. About 160 feet. 

But it was not to be. Steady rains had 
turned the fairgrounds into a mudhole. 
Knievel had jumped Thursday night and 
fallen, spraining a a wrist. But the Butte 
Birdman was going to try it again, over 
18 cars — 100 feet, give or take. So 
preparations were made to subdue the 
mud. Runways were constructed with 
sheet plywood, including a practice strip 
around the jump. It took a whole lot of 
wood. 

We asked Roger Reiman, 
Knievel’s, uh, engineering consultant, 
what he thought of the whole set-up. 
“Man, this is about 150 percent wrong,” 
he replied. He looked worried. 

In his polite manner, Knievel 


now ` 


apologized for the delay and the 
miserable conditions, thanked his 
sponsors and made some amusing 
remarks about various cycle jumpers 
claiming new records. By the way, 
Junior Birdmen, Evel still offers to 
match anybody who has $25,000, a 
motorcycle and sufficient hair. 

As the gleaming white XR-750 was 
fired up, Reiman paced up and down 
the practice strip, looking. Evel cranked 
the Harley through two practice runs, 
then rode up the edge of the takeoff 
ramp and checked out the view. That 
meant the next run was it. A hush 
settled over the crowd, which had now 
settled in the mud and no longer cared. 

He made it. Over the jump, at least. 
He had good speed, cleared well and 
landed well — but he didn’t have room 
to stop. It probably hadn’t occurred to 
anyone that a short stretch of plywood 
would provide less braking traction than 
good old mud. 

And at the end of the plywood were 
spectators. So he laid it down, 
re-injuring the wrist and getting cut over 
the eye. Naturally, the enthusiastic 
crowd rushed to his aid, or for whatever 
reason they do that. But he was okay, 
he said. Nonetheless, he did request a 
cruiser to go to the hospital just to 
make sure. Carrying as many 
non-factory replacement parts as 
Knievel does, routine maintenance is 
important.

“If they want to race mud, that’s 
okay with me," said John Banks in the 
pits after a first moto problem with his 
throttle ended his chances for an overall 
win. “But, if they want to race in dust, 
then that's okay, too — but don't mix 
the two. You can set up for one or the 
other, but not both." 

Like Banks, two American Suzuki 
riders were also plagued by “the hole". 
Russ Darnell, who isn’t new to the game 
of racing against Europeans, literally 
pushed his machine home in all three 
motos. In the first, the mud locked his 
throttle wide open. “I had to use the 
kill button for two laps just to slow 
down,” he explained. Similar problems 
occurred in the final two and that did it 
for Russ. 

John DeSoto, whose coil wire 
snapped midway in the initial round, 
came back trying and managed a 10th in 
the second and fifth in the final to take 
ninth overall, good enough for third 
American, ahead of Bryan Kenney, 
AMXT Captain who just returned from 
Europe. 

Kenney also had throttle problems in 
the first moto. However, instead of just 
sticking wide open, “It stuck halfway 
and I couldn’t do a thing with it,” he 
said. 

"D m really quite surprised with my 
finish," he added in reference to his 
12th that round. He got things going a 
bit better in the final pair and took two 
eighths to take 10th overall. 

Ahead of him on that list was sixth 
place Gary Jones, still riding that 
proto-Yamaha. Jones had little trouble 
all day with his bike but had his hands 
full with top American Brad Lackey. 

In the first round, Jones and Lackey 
got locked in a fantastic duel as Hansen 
and Geboers sped away to nearly a 
half-lap lead. Lackey had gotten, like 
Bickers, a poor start and was moving up. 
Jones still led Brad on the last lap until 
the Northern Californian got his 
opening, shot into the third place 
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position and aced Gary by 10 feet at the 
end of 30 minutes. 

While Jones couldn’t get going after 
bopping a fallen Tom Rapp in the next 
round, Lackey again picked up where he 
left off and held the lead out of turn 
one. But, the illness which had hindered 
him at Cal-Expo several weeks earlier, 
began to show and Brad eventually 
dropped to fifth, placing him in a tie 
with Bickers for third overall. 

Bickers, who continued to improve 
with each moto, had the advantage and 
Lackey could only muster a sixth 
behind DeSoto in the final to take 
fourth overall behind Gebeors, who 
finished first in the last two rounds; 
Hansen, who diced with Sylvain all 
three times, and Bickers. 

“The Americans are definitely 
improving," remarked Bickers who took 
fifth. “I’ve been here for the past five 
years and each year they get better. 
Right now they are about as good as 
many of the Europeans and next year 
they'll be right up there.” 

That feeling was somewhat echoed by 
several others of the invading force with 
Lackey the prime target. Brad himself

was both pleased and displeased with his 
performance. He had somewhat of an 
advantage over the visitors because he 
had a` well-groomed CZ and the 
Europeans, whose own machines were 
misplaced somewhere in transit from 
the continent, rode stock machines. 
That wasn't enough, however. 

But, of all the Yankee mounts, Jim 
West had to be the most upset. He got 
America off on the right foot in the first 
faceoff by taking the lead and holding it 
for a lap and a half. “Then,” he

explained, *my hand, which I crashed 
against a tree a week ago, began to ache 
so bad I could barely hold on at times.” 

West dropped off the pace 
considerably from that point on and 
finished the race in the second half 
group. After the moto, West looked 
angrily at his hand, still showing scars of 
the bandage only removed a few hours 
earlier. “I think I can race the other 
two," he said half-heartily. A close 
relation nearby shook her head, “No.”

Hart Pulls Support Sweep; 
Holcomb Surprised with 2nd

“I’m not really pushing myself all that 
much,” Tim Hart bluntly pointed out. 
When asked why he’s doing so well, he 
shrugged. and said, “I don’t know.” 

Hart cooked the troops today. 
DeWayne Jones, the 20-year-old brother 
of Gary, pulled great leads over the field 
at the starting line but after the sorting 
was finished, Hart was in a class of his 
own. And he seldom looked as if he was 
at nine-tenths, either. Tim, who usually 
races two classes at least twice a week, 
looked in splendid physical shape for 
the three 20-minute motos and his 
Maico never missed a ding. Sometimes 
victory can look simple, indeed. 

Jones was the closest to Hart in terms 
of ability but a watered ignition 
dropped him a place in the final results.

Rickman for the past few months but 
now that Steens is with BSA, he is back 
home on a CZ. 

"Pm not going to do too well," he 
muttered before practice. “I’m not used 


to this bike at all.” 

Bryar started poorly in the first moto 
but worked and worked, eventually 
finishing third. Better starts made the 
going easier but he remained in roughly 
the same positions throughout. Good 
fortune lay in the fact that Jones’ 
ignition trouble in the second moto — 
the consequent loss of points put 
Holcomb in front of third-place Jones. 

Gary Chaplin also had a 
one-bad-two-good day. He was running 
through the field when he stalled his 
Maico in the mudhole in the first moto.

Part Three of a Series 


ON THE TRIALS AND TRIBULATIONS OF TRIALS RIDING 


By the Nori Fellow 

The budding trials rider, having 
studied the many catalogs of trials bikes 
offered him, finally makes his choice 
and has in his hands the means of entry 
into that screwy elect band of 
enthusiasts whose aim in life to the 
onlooker would seem to turn one 
glistening mass of chrome and paint into 
a basket job in the shortest possible 
time. However, our hero will disdain 
such opinions and prepare to do battle 
with all that the crafty trials organizers 
chose to throw at him and if possible do 
it somewhat better than the rest of the 
entry. Accepting that the maker of his 
chosen steed has produced a good trials 
bike based on the physical build and 
strength of Mr. Average Rider, whoever 
he may be, some pre-trial preparation 
will always be necessary. Sit astride the 
bike; can the ground be reached with 
both feet? As most trial bike footpegs 
are fixed any variation must be made to 
seat height, either lowering its mounting 
or a thinner padding to the seat. Next, 
the handlebars can be adjusted to provide 
a comfortable reach. Then 
controls-foot-brake should lie beneath 
the ball of the foot and be adjusted so 
that in the vital section proper when the 
rider is standing on the pegs; its 
operation will be merely a tilt of the 
foot, not a foot waving contortion. The 
gear change lever must bring in the 
point that variations it makes give either 
down for bottom gear or up for the 
number one “cog”. Again is posed a 
query — what is the most likely gear 
that sections will be attempted: With 
the 5-speed Bultaco, first will only be an 
emergency low whilst the mini 125cc 
may require the first as the "battle" 
ratio. So the gear pedal should be 
adjusted to a position in an upwards 
direction to clear any section 
obstruction which may tend to knock a 
“down for bottom” lever up into either 
neutral or toe high a gear. Experienced 
riders tend to raise the lever out of 
harm’s way. The kick start lever will 
invariably have to be altered on its 
splined shaft from its showroom 
position. or it will dig into the rider's 
inside shin muscles when poised on the 
pegs. The best out-of-the-way location 
will be at the 2 o’clock angle. 

Handlebar controls: first the throttle; 
ensure that there is no backlash or free 
movement of the cable so that throttle 
action is immediate. Adjustment is 
usually provided at one or both ends of 
the cable. Then with the engine running 
turn the bars to full left then right lock 
and if any alteration of set engine speed 
occurs the route of the cable must be 
checked to ensure that it is not trapped 
between say frame and tank or that too 
sharp a bend is made in its path from 
throttle to the carb. For the throttle in 
particular but also clutch and front 
brake I favor the nylon lined cables 
which are marketed for most makes, the 
"Flexercable" being in the top of its 
clas. These are silky smooth in 
operation and require no lubrication. 
When the throttle action | and 
adjustments have been made, tape up 
the cable ends to prevent the ingress of 
dirt and water, either of which will 
cause sticking or harsh throttle action. 

Then position the clutch and front 
brake levers as mentioned the real trials 
action will be with rider up on the pegs, 
so both levers must be angled 
downwards — the actual amount 
determined by leaning the bike upright 
against a convenient wall or tree and 
adopting the standing pasition, operate 
both levers and adjust until such 
movement can be made without the 
need to crank the wrist. Before locking 
in the chosen position check that the 
ends of the levers when fully pulled in

towards the bars do not protrude 
beyond same. Let the actual bars be the 
widest part of the bike. Bultaco and 
Montesa have fixed welded--on lever 
brackets so one is tied with the fixed 
location which is why so many riders 
change their bars and levers to give full 
adjustment. The decompressor lever, if 
fitted, should be positioned near the 
clutch and if the correct shape of lever 
is used it can be fitted inside the bar for 
thumb operation so that without 
moving the hand the clutch and 
decompressor can be pulled towards 
you (clutch) and ‘pushed away 
(decompressor). Available are lever 
shrouds, quickly fitted by press stud 
action, again preventing mud and water 
getting into the levers and cable action. 
Rubber protective covers can be fitted 
to carb tops where protection is vital if 
sticking throttle slides are to be avoided. 

Rear brake operation can provde 
better C pension or less risk of damage.

Quite often the rear brake arm on the 
hub is positioned downwards making 
this the lowest and most vulnerable spot 
at the rear end. Reversing this lever to 
an upright stance can usually be easily 
done by cranking the rod inside the 
shock. Whilst on the subject of controls 
— you will not improve your act by 
fitting a quick action throttle; delicacy 
of control is the order, not the beef and 
brawn of the motocross circus. 

Next check the engine slow running 
and setting of the “gasworks” in 
general. Clean pickup is the top 
consideration and good even slow 
tickover. The slow running adjustment 
is a matter of rider choice: Some prefer 
to adjust this so that a close throttle 
means a dead engine, my preference is 
that on dry level ground in bottom gear 
and clutch fully “home” the bike will 
move at minimum mph. I have found 
that in sticky going when the engine is 
about {о stall a quick clutch 
disengagement will bring the engine on 
the boil. 

Those who favor the closed throttle 
— dead engine are usually those who do 
not use a decompressor. This device I 
favor on a trials bike — its best 
employment being on steep downhill 
sections where heavy rear brake 
application may kill the engine when a 
decompressor would have greatly 
assisted retardation and kept the motor 
turning. The use of the decompressor on 
the U.S. cycle scene is amazing when 
applied to motocross machinery and 
those worthies churning out these 
products follow up with intricate filters, 
shrouds and shields which will, it is 
claimed, repel the tons of horrible U.S. 
mud and grit waiting to be sucked in the 
innards of the engine. But if one shops 
around, there does exist a decompressor 
with a simple non-return valve built into 
its body. Incidentally, increasing the 
number of outlet holes or enlarging 
same increases the degree of engine 
braking. Two other uses has this simple 
gadget: there is less chance of ripping 
out a tire valve of a four pounds 
pressure rear by using it as a brake than 
fierce application of the foot brake; also 
on long steep descents prolonged 
closure of the throttle can result in 
piston seizure due to no gas/oil mixture 
being taken into the cylinder, so a whiff 
of throttle and use of the compression 
release will obviate this drying up of the 






cylinder walls. This, of course, only 
applies to the two-cycle and oil in fuel 
lubricated engine. 

A final word on control cables: locate 
their run so that they do not hang in 
loops outside the mass of the bike. The 
safest arrangement is: throttle cable 
leaves the grip skywards and is looped in 
front of the front fork yokes, thence 
through the gap between tank and 
frame down to the gas works; front 
brake cable is looped in the same 
direction — right to left in an easy bend 
then down to the brake arm; clutch 
from left bar looping through gap 
between tank and frame on right hand 
side. This ensures an easy cable route 
and no chance of them being hooked in 
branches and brushwood which will 
surely be encountered sooner or later. 

Waterproofing: due to the intended 
brevity of the fenders in wet weather 
and water sections much of this will be 
thrown on the engine and whilst much 
of the vital ignition system will be 
encased at least one wire will have to 
emerge on its path to the H.C. coil and 
wire to the plug. So seal such outlets 
with one of the available plastic 
sealants; also treat any points and 
breaker cover in the same way so that 
no misfire or engine cut-out occurs 
whilst in a watery section. Test your 
waterproofing BEFORE (not during) the 
trial by hosting a stream of water over 
the engine whilst it is turning over. 
Another important hint — after the trial 
when the bike has been washed down 
and cleaned, remove the sealing from 
the inspection cover and remove same. 
It is likely that a small quantity of clean 
water will lie in this compartment — 
NOT due to poor waterproofing but the 
result of condensation caused by the 
normal hot engine being immersed in 
the cooling water section. Dry out to 
prevent rusting of the breaker 
mechanism if this is your type of 
ignition. Shorting out can occur if the 
spark plug is not adequately shiedled 
and the best of the lot is the Lodge 
R.90 plug cover which ensures a perfect 
seal both at the H.T. lead and plug 
insulator. 


Your gas tank will be of small 








capacity on the score of weight and the 
need to carry as little top weight as 
possible. So if the trials course is a short 
one carry no more than you need in the 
way of fuel. Most gas taps have a fine 
gauze filter but after running in a new 
bike remove the tap to clean out any 
manufacturing process sediment which 
may clog the filter. Position the 
“on-off” lever inwards so that the 
rider’s legs cannot knock the lever to 
the "off" position. The addition of an 
extra fiber washer at the tap seat will 
allow re-positioning. 

Tires: before deflating to the required 
low pressures the sections demand, 
check the tightness of the rim locks. 
Also remove and discard the knurled 
valve nut which comes fitted on the 
valve stem against the rims. This will 
allow a small amount of tire creep 
(which often occurs in spite of rim 
locks) without the valve being torn from 
the inner tube. After the trial inflate to 
normal pressures to keep tires and tubes 
in shape and the latter free from 
crimping. 

Check the front fork action. If they 
are telescopic, drain and refill with the 
correct grade and quantity of oil. Avoid 
the ordinary engine oils, which due to 
frothing cause excessive pressure 
buildup and consequent oil seal leakage. 
The oils recommended will be similar to 
those used in hydraulics. 

Brakes: one of the greatest problems 
is the ingress of water. Some bikes are 
better than others and brake shoe 
linings can be obtained from the 
specialist. lining makers which have 
better gripping properties when wet but 
usually have a much shorter life. The 
best all ‘round material is the metal 
woven lining not now so readily 
available. After a watery section dry out 
the brakes by moderate application 
until the heat generated will have 
restored efficiency and consequent rider 
safety. Check tightness of spoke nipples 
which particularly on alloy rims may 
require attention after initial mileage. 

Check air filter, that any rubber seals 
are seated correctly and that frequent 
cleaning of the filtering element is 
carried out.

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JACKPINE:

HOUGHTON LAKE, MICH., Sept. 
11-12, 1971 — For awhile it seemed 
doubtful that there would be a Jack 
Pine this year but, like Christmas, it’s 
just too much fun to let die. So without 
much time to spare the Lansing M.C. 
dispatched a couple of its members to 
Houghton Lake, roughly 140 miles 


north of its home base. These members 
take a leave of absence from their jobs 
and are paid by the club to lay out the 
run. This system works very well and 
may account for a good part of the 





success that has crowned the club’s 
efforts over the years. 

The Jack Pine country is essentially 
mild, good riding country. Forests cover 
gently rounded hills and many dirt 
roads grid the territory. Rocks, cliffs, 
mineshafts and sudden dropoffs, the 
bike and body busting characteristics of 
both New England and western enduros, 
are unknown in the moist woodiness of 
Michigan. Instead there are hundreds of 
miles of trails that are like a 
motorcyclist’s idea of heaven. Trails 
with real,'honest-to-gosh soil on them, 
not sand and rock. Trails lined with 
trees, 30 inches apart. 

That's what makes the enduro. The 
trails go through the. trees as though 
they were a maze, making turn after 
turn after turn. Each turn is tighter than 
the one that preceded it. And while 
there's hardly a rock to be found, there 
are some worthy substitutes in the form 
of tree stumps about eight inches high 
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Up until now he thought he 


Е joy to ride at, say, about 15 mph, but

lurking just to the side of the trails, 
ready to bust the tired rider who gets 
sloppy. Dave Ekins rode the Jack Pine 
one year and commented on the 
difficulty of fitting 32 inch handlebars 
between two trees 30 inches apart. I can 
report that it’s getting easier. All the 
bark has been knocked off the trees at 
handlebar height so your gloved hands 
now slide on the smooth surface instead 
of getting caught on the bark. Still hurts 
when you hit, though. 

Even with the trees, the trails are a

the club officials insist that you ride at 
24 mph which does add a bit more 
Spice. In fact, nobody can ride the 
woods at 24 mph. The good riders can 
come pretty close and they make up the 
time lost on, the connecting fireroads, 
but getting ahead of schedule just 
doesn't happen very often on Jack Pine. 
The layout crew has a very precise 
control over the difficulty of the run: 
They simply vary the amount of 
connecting road. A section of woods 30 
miles long with no roads guarantees that 
everyone will be late. Two-mile 
stretches of woods interspersed with 
two-mile stretches of road ensures that 
everyone will be on time or ahead. Last 
year there was very little catch-up 
breathing space and most of the riders 
were unhappy. (Except the good ones; 
they though it was great!) So this year 
the organizers made it a little bit easier. 

Saturday’s run was 236 miles long 
with little breathing space. Most of the 



















two days of the most superb 
riding to be found anywhere 


day it was misty, with a light rain. The 
woods were extraordinarily dark and 
the mist made goggles and face shields a 
real problem. Many riders quit simply 
because they couldn’t see where they 
were going, There were no “impossible” 
obstacles along the way; the worst was a 
muddy ditch that slowed some riders 
for a couple minutes. A difficult creek 
crossing might have given problems but 
there were a couple dozen spectators to 
help any rider who had difficulty. 
Mostly it was just a case of ride fast and 
miss the trees for nine hours. Ron Bohn 
was most successful at it: he finished 
Saturday’s run with a points-loss of only 
15. His arch rival, Bob Fusan, dropped 
out the run with a flat tire. 

Sunday, the pace dropped a bit. The 
run was only 174 miles long and there 
was only one section where it was close 
to impossible to keep the schedule. 
Bohn dropped five points on that one.

To keep the riders from becoming 
bored, there were a couple of interesting 
features added on Sunday. The first (in 
the morning) was the beaver dam. This 
is a pond with a silt bottom and a lot of 
slippery, slimy logs. Its banks are 
mutilated from 25 or 50 other Jack 
Pines. Pick the wrong spot and your 
engine goes “glug,” as the water rises to 
the gas tank level. Hit a log wrong and 
the rider goes “glug.” Again lots of 
spectators were there to help so it was 


usually nothing more than an 
annoyance. 

In the afternoon there was sand. A 
couple of sand hills were to be 


negotiated both up and down and there 
was a mile or two of sandy trail. For 
local riders, used to beautiful soil 
surfaces on their trails, this was the 
most difficult feature of the run. A

If you are lucky enough to just flame out, someone is going to be put to a lot of 
trouble to get you back in whether it be Rescue 3, the ambulance or the host club. A 
canteen could be the difference of between being hauled in or limping into the pit or 
next check under your own power. 

Statistics show that the armed forces end up accepting one in seven draftees 
because the youth of American is basically that physically unfit. Lovely, ain't it, 
when other countries on less money can produce healthier people. Americans just 
poop out too easily in too great a number. So going on the fact that most of us aren't 
in the shape we should be you know that heat is going to get to you faster. So when 
the desert does get a little hotter than usual, take something with you, huh? It's just 
basic survival, not being a pantywaist. Wouldn't you rather be a happy pantywaist 
finishing your event than a vomiting, cramped up “hero” huddled under a bush 
praying someone will find you and maybe wishing the kangaroo rats would go off 
and hold their nightly barn dance somewhere else and let you die in peace?

m.o.r.e. from the capitol

Z'BERG  DECLARES WAR ON 
MOTORCYCLISTS 

From his most recent actions, it 
would appear that Assemblyman Z'berg 
has mounted an all-out campaign against 
motorcycles and other off-road vehicles. 

On Thursday, September 8, just four 
days before the scheduled hearing of AB 
3069 by the Senate Natural Resources 
and Wildlife Committee, Assemblyman 
Z'berg's office furnished me with copies 
of his latest. amendments to the Bill. In 
what can be termed as an all-out effort 
to eliminate off-road vehicles, AB 3069 
is being amended to prohibit off-road 
vehicles on state lands except where the 
Department of Parks and Recreation has 
established and designated areas and 
trails specifically for off-road vehicles. 

Mr. Z'berg has also added other 
amendments including an additional 
category to AB 3069 which specifies 
areas to be considered for closure to 
off-road vehicles. This 25th category 
reads: “Areas requested to be closed to 
recreational use by off-highway motor 
vehicles by an city, county, city and 
country special district, or state or 
federal agency.” 

An additional, amendment reads: 
“The .Department of Parks and 
Recreation shall, in conjunction with 
the Department of Fish and Game and 
the United State Bureau of Land 
Management and the United States 
Forest Service, study and inventory all 
state lands to determine which of such 
lands shall be recommended as suitable 
for recreational use by off-highway 
vehicles. State lands not recommended 
by the Department of Parks and 
Recreation as suitable for recreational 
use by off-highway motor vehicles shall 
be closed to such vehicles.” 

There are other less significant 
amendments and one which authorizes 
reimbursement to the Off-Highway 
Vehicle Fund from any matching funds 
received by the state from the federal 
government. 

ACTION REQUIRED 

By the time you read this, the 
Committee will have heard AB 3069. I 
will be there offering testimoney in 
defense of our rights. We have reported

What I have no objection to collecting 
and holding these funds for that 
purpose, I wish to make it quite clear 
that I neither started nor am heading 
such a campaign. I was merely reporting 
information which has been 
communicated to this office. 

In this respect, several large 
motorcycle associations representing 
several thousand persons who have 
actively and successfully engaged in 
politics of this nature in the past, have 
volunteered to help spearhead such a 
campaign in Sacramento during the next 
elections. Their reasoning being that Mr. 
Z’berg has repeatedly shown his feelings 
against motorcycling, and because he 
represents a portion of the Sacramento 
Area, he would serve as an example to 
other legislators that motorcyclists are 
organized, know “how” to use the 
system, and will not allow themselves to 
be treated as second-rate citizens.

California desert rider’s reaction would 
be “Sand? Where?!" The sand was fairly 
deep though and if you missed a shift 
going up one of the hills you either 
went to the bottom and tried again or 
you pushed. But just in case sand really 
bothered you, there were alternate trails 
around both sand hills! 

The Jack Pine is an important run. 
Eight out of the top ten riders in the 
National Enduro Points standings were 
entered, looking for that elusive number 
1. Bohn was leading, going into Jack 
Pine, by a whopping 36 points and with 
his win this weekend he is virtually 
uncatchable. But the race for second 
place is really getting interesting. There 
are six riders within 50 points of one 
another. Ed Schmidt, who was sixth this 
weekend, has probably moved into 
second with his Medium Class “A” win 
this weekend, displacing Norman Ford 
who was entered but did not win his 
class. John Penton was in third spot in 
the points standings and was looking for 
a win to put him in contention. Instead 
he was disqualified because he arrived at 
the finish check 16 minutes early. John 
contends that it was only 6 minutes, 
that the checker read the watch wrong, 
but he isn’t going to protest. Bob 
Puckett was also entered, but since he 
didn’t win his class, he will probably 
stay about where he is in the standings. 
Moving up fast is Ray Kussmaul who 
won the Jack Pine Class “А” 
championship. There are five 
Championships left, three on the West 
Coast, two in the East so the number 
two and three spots are still very much 
open to challenge. Bud Howesman, a 
California rider, is sitting patiently 
down in seventh spot waiting for some 
enduros out his way. 

From almost any viewpoint, this 
year’s Jack Pine was an excellently 
organized and well-run event. It was 
tough enough so that only about one 
third of the 600 entrants completed the 
course, but notso tough that there were 
cries of “Foul!”

The Corduroy Tríals 


As told to Ron Schneiders by Gene Cannady 


"If they threw this thing in 
California, they'd have 1,000 entires!” 
said an enthusiastic Gene Cannady. But 
in Coboconk, Ontario, high in Canada, 
the Corduroy Trials drew only 234 
entries. Part of the reason there are so 
few entrants if, of course, the location: 
It's a long drive from almost anywhere. 
But in addition, they are bucking the 
Jack Pine enduro which is held the same 
weekend. The Corduroy used to be an 
enduro and it used to be held the 
weekend after Jack Pine. No more. Not 
it is a trials very similar to the ISDT and 
the Berkshire and as such it is a valuable 
training ground for.our ISDT team. So 
John Penton sent almost all of our 
trophy team up to compete in the 
Corduroy on the gigantic Penton bus. 
Jack and Jeff Penton, Dane Leimback, 
Jack Lehto, Dick Burleson, Gene 
Cannady and Lars Larson were entered. 


The first day was the worst with 217 
miles of tight twisty trails with lots of 
logs and stumps and two special tests to 
complete. “Not too much mud,” said 
Gene. He was rather surprised, “But the 
trails generally were damp.” There was 
some fireroads and it was nice for big 
hairy slides. The first special test was 
five miles of trail to be ridden as fast as 
possible. That was in the morning. In 
the afternoon there was another test, 
this one a hillclimb. “But not a hillclimb 
like we think of it,” said Gene, “This 
was an uphill trail with rocks and 
stumps and several tight turns in it.” It, 
too, was timed. 


Near the end of the run Saturday was 
a 30-mile section of trail with no relief 
and that was where everyone lost their 
“golds”, although in this trails it's 
trophies rather than medals. Even 
tireless Jack . Penton- lost--nine- points. 


Speeds for the day varied between 20 
and 30 mph. 

Sunday was a little bit easier: It was 
only 160 miles long. In the morning 
there was a special test similar to the 
first special test of Saturday, a timed 
cross-country run. In the afternoon, 
they had something different, 
four-section observed trials where you 
lost points for "dabbing" and such. 
Gene thought it was kind of neat. High 
spot of Sunday was a water crossing to 
end all water crossing. “It was a full 100 
feet wide and two feet deep,” said 
Gene, “I don’t know how those bikes 
kept running. I could hear the exhaust 
note change when the end of the pipe 
went under water!" Most of the team, 
including Gene, were riding Pentons and 
the exhaust comes out right under the 
seat, quite high up. 

By Sunday night the Americans had 
drained the cup, both bitter and sweet. 
The sweet was an overall victory by 
Jack Penton and virtual domination of 
the 125 class by Cannady (1st), Larsson 
(2nd), Dane Leimbach (4th), and Dick 
Burleson (6th).

Triple Header 
That Draws

GREEN VALLEY RACEWAY, TEX., 
Sept. 12, 1971 — Since taking over the 
riding of the 750cc Storm-sponsored 
Norton last June, Mike Odem has 
exercised almost complete mastery over 
the Open Grand Prix class in Texas road 
racing. Today he continued the sweep 
with an uncontested win over Mike 
Cone on a BSA 750 and Robert 
Jandebuer on a Honda Four. 

Right from the shot gun start up the 
Green Valley Dragstrip, the Norton 
pulled the remainder of the field 
shamefully, and afterwards no one 
could even catch its wind. Mike 
McAdams from Austin, on a 500cc 
Suzuki did the best of any of them in 
keeping up with Odem, but just past the 
straight, and scant laps later the 
two-stroke quit due to  unassessed 
engine troubles. 

Off the end of the straight at turn 
three is a fine place to take pictures, but 
it is a hot place to be when things start 
popping, as they did in the 250cc heat. 
Jet Tharp, lying a very close fourth 
behind David Watkins, suddenly cast his 
TD2 to the wind as he dived into the 
corner. The Yamaha came to rest on the 
grass, its ruptured tank spewing gasoline 
onto smoking exhaust pipes. Tharp 
preferred not to get up from where he 
stretched his length on the lawn but 
declined my offer to summon the 
ambulance. At that point another group 
of bikes came by, and suddenly Pee Wee 






Getting ready to smoke them. 
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Philip Terranell lays his big Moto Guzzi over. This is the same Guzzi that California's George 
Kerker built two years ago for an attempt at Daytona. George never got to Daytona with it and 


only raced it once in California. 


Gleason's Yamaha was lying on the grass 
beside ^ Tharp's. Something was 
obviously wrong. No chance to warn 
Larry Beall charging up the road, just 
time to run for it when his high-bar 
Honda came hurtling off the course. 

I asked Larry what was wrong, and he 
observed that it sure as hell was slick 


out there. We walked out on the course 
where he pointed to a stream of oily 
gasoline. Obviously some bike, probably 
Tharp’s, had been spewing it for a good 
distance, because it started way up the 
road, beyond the point of Thrap’s spill, 
and continued up to the wreckage of 
the number 22 Yamaha. More riders 
were coming and frantic attempts were 
made to warn them. The Ducati team of 
Tommy Hall and Jerry Brust came 
through in very close formation, and 
Hall pitched head-long off the course, 
the last victim of the oil. The final 
score: four bikes down and out of 
competition, but no serious injuries. 
Mike Odem, a TD2 rider, had been 
chasing similarly-mounted Mike Kidd 
prior to the confusion, and sometime 
before the finish, he got by him. 

However, Odem was unable to catch 
Kidd in the 250cc feature. He finished 
second ahead of teammate David 
Watkins and Johnny Bryant riding an 
Allen Jackson-tuned Yamaha. 

Johnny Bryant continued to be 
undomitable in the 200cc class, winning 
handily on his 125cc Yamaha twin, 
which is now up for sale if anyone 
would like to see what makes it go so 
fast. 

Bike drags were held also, and 
surprise winner -in the top bike 
elimination was Tommy Karkalits on a 
250 Yamaha with a 16.97 against Lee 
Wood on a Harley fueler with a 9.94! 
Lee's trouble was that he was 
sandbagging in the qualifications, and he 
dialed in too low an ET with the result 
that he broke out of his bracket in the 
runoff and was disqualified. 

Spectators were also treated to a 
demonstration by stuntman “Mad Mike 
the Bike Man,” who skis on the 
pavement behind his Triumph, all the 
while guiding it by holding onto the rear 
fender brace.

Mexicans, Yanks Face Off for Carabela Cash

TAMAULIPAS, MEXICO, Sept. 5, 1971 
— Every year on the first weekend of 
September a Mexican Club, Moto Club 
Internacional, puts on a race on the 
Mexican and United States Border. It is 
more than just a race; it is a 
“get-together” of Mexican and United 
States riders. 


People in Mexico do not race tor 
money. Riders in the United States 
seldom go more than 50 miles if there 
are not cash prizes. Why do I mention 
all this? — well, because the annual 
Challenge Race hasn't gone big. Fifty 
riders (between both countries) has 
been the biggest entry of racers. 

After leaving the narrow paved road, 
the dirt road to the lake and race track 
is as bad as the worst desert roads in 
California on your way to the Mojave 
races. This may discourage some racers, 
but when you arrive at the track it is so 
lovely and peaceful, and the people are 
so friendly you forget all the trouble 
you had gone through driving there. 

The Mexican Club and the Mexican 
FMM (Federacion Mexicana de 
Motociclismo) charged no fee to 
American riders. If you have a AMA or 
affiliated club license they will give you 
free lodging and food. The few ‘cabanas’ 
around the lake were not sufficient to 
handle all the people that arrived for the 
races. Many Mexican riders and sponsors 
kindly offered you their rooms or even 
moved out and slept on mattresses. 

The trophies were shown on the 
“Comedor”. The trophies were extra 
large and made without the use of 
plastic. The challenger trophy, donated 
by the Mexican President two years ago, 
is the largest and most impressive 
trophy I have ever seen. It is so heavy 
and massive that it takes three people to 
lift it! 

The next day at the riders meeting 
(that got under way one hour late) 
officials explained to the riders in both 
languages through a translator about the 
Mexican racing regulations. 


This year and for the first time, they 
announced there was a cash prize, but 
only for the 125cc class. $125 was 
donated by the Carabela Organization 
and $50 by the Mexican Club 
International. This motivated a protest 
of the riders in the 100 and 250 classes. 
Sorry, Carabela was promoting only the 
125cc. 

Howard Winchester, Jet Tharp, 
Benny Cambell, Mike Johnson, and 


Gary Booher were some of the very well

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Jose Luis Arvias (45) from Mexico on a strange Yamaha, enduro framed, g

known faces present this year from the 
United States. Mexican teams from 
Guadalajara, Monterrey, and Mexico 
City showed up. We saw “‘Carabelos” 
(Carabela riders) everywhere. We also 
met the two nice bosses of the team 
that drove them some 1200 miles to the 
race. The track was a combination of a 
Scramblers and TT track. It was rough, 
dusty, and covered with gravel. The 
temperature averaged 105 degrees. 

In the 100 class racethe United States 
riders dominated completely with 
Howard Winchester (Hon), Tharp 
(Yam), Gary Booher (Yam) and Jesus 
Solid (Kaw) taking top spots. 

A one lap qualification time 
determined the 125 starting positions. 
Johnson (Car) turned the fastest lap 
time of the day with Jorge Fernandez 
and Homero Frangos, also on Carabelas, 
the next two. 

In starting the race Fernandes and

Frangos took the lead. 

Mexican riders are tough and will lean 
and elbow you any time they have the 
chance. Johnson did not know this. As a 
result he was bumped out and off the 
track. When he returned he was already 
in last position. Fernandez on the fast 
proto-5-speed Carabela took the lead 
until the end of the race after 12 
exhausting laps. Frangos followed him 
on his not so fast Carabela in second.

Johnson after passing three or four 
riders on each lap was by lap 10 chasing 
Armos. When the checkered flag was 
flashed Armos (Yam) and Johnson were 
wheel to wheel in a photo finish that 
made Mexican spectators jump and 
scream. Official gave a third to both 
riders. 

Johnson got special permission from 
the FMM Officials to race the 125 
Carabela in the 200 class. Being more 
fortunate this time, he took the lead 
followed by Jerry Cameron (Yam) and 
Fernandez (Car). Cameron took the lead 
on lap four to lose it on lap six by 
crashing on the gravel. From then on 
Johnson had an easy ride over the pack. 

In the 250 race Benny Cambell 
showed everyone what a good rider he 
was. Taking his Yamaha all the way 
through the 12 laps under the pressure 
of Howard Winchester (Bul). Fernandez 
(Car) took third. 

In the Open class all kinds and sizes 
of machines lined up. Sam Galvan from 
Mexico on a 400cc Maico took the lead 
followed by Howard Winchester (Bul) 
and Pedro Gonzales (Bul). On the 14th 
of the 15-lap race Galvan fell, but he 
was so far in front of the pack that after 
standing up, starting up and getting in 
took a good third place. 

Experienced rider H. Winchester took 
first and Gonzales got a second. 

After the race the Mexican sponsors 
offered all participants a typical 
Mexican banquet. They made the 
trophy ceremony one of the most 
friendly events I have ever attended. 
Trophy girl Susan Cartwright from 
Dallas, Tex., needed help to lift the 
huge trophies. Mexican riders were too 
nervous to kiss the trophy girl, but 
Benny Cambell “again” showed that he 
was not only an experienced good rider! 

Overall points went again to Mexico 
by 63 points to the 60 points of the 
United States. Next year the race will be 
held on the American side of the border 


and perhaps we will have more 
American riders to represent their 
country and to make more “good 
amigos”

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BROKAW RALLIES TO |

DENVER, COLO., Sept. 6, 1971 — The 
Rocky Mountain Trials Assoc. came 
close to equaling some of the better 
European trials this weekend with the 
fantastic riding terrain to be found in 
the Rocky Mountains, and by the 
masterful hand of trialsmaster Jon 
Callahan. The second annual Ute Cup 
Trials, a two-day, one-class affair with 
53 entrants, was staged in a rugged 
mountain area containing some of the 
original Ute Indian trails, and large 
enough for two long loops to be set. 

As last year, the gold medal was 
taken by Bill Brokaw (Mon). In 
addition, he received the perpetual Ute 
Cup itself. However, the story is not so 
quickly told. 

Both Sunday and Monday’s events 
began at the old townsite of Hessie, 
9000 ft. up and 30 miles west of 
Boulder, Colo. Sunday’s ride was a 
nine-mile loop to the northwest near 
Jasper Lake (10,500 ft), while 
Monday's loop extended 19 miles up to 
Rollins Pass (11,660 ft.). Both loops 
were run twice so that all had their 
lungs tested, as well as their skill and 
jetting efficiency. 


Fifty mph winds and a brief snow . 


flurry on Saturday made Sunday's event 
a little cool, and left a foot of snow on 
the slopes. By Monday however, only 
the snow at the top of the pass 
remained, to the delight of the 
California riders, who have had little 
opportunity for snow riding. 

Three hours was allowed for each 
loop, run back to back, on Sunday. This 
gave the riders ample time to familiarize 
themselves with the terrain — which 
often proved harder riding between the 
traps than in them. Most riders finished 
each of these loops in around two 
hours, giving them a break between 
runs. The ten traps on this loop were 


relatively easy, including the usual 
water, mud, rocky climbs and 
switchbacks. 


The most difficult trap of the day 
was one called Jasper Road No. 1 —a 
100 yard straight climb up a 
fantastically rocky path. The leaders all 
lost at least one point here, with most 
footing through for a three. Trap No. 


10, Diamond Hill, also claimed a few 
points on a difficult turn. From there 
the riders completed the loop back to 
Hessie on a very steep and dangerous 
two mile downhill trail. 

At the end of the day Belair (Mon) of 
the California team was in the lead with 
a heroic 5, followed by Neigenfind 
(Mon) with 7, and Eggar (Oss), also of 
California, with 9. Brokaw was only 
fifth with an 11. 

Monday's loop proved much more of 
a challenge, indicated by key time being 
set at three hours and 19 minutes (by 
the 17th rider in). Very few riders had 
time for even a drink between loops. 
The upper traps of Monday's 13 were 
snow covered with ample supply of mud 
and rocks. 

The two most challenging sections of 
the day. were Callahan's Creek and 
Helburg's Bog. 

The Creek was beautiful to. behold; 
extremely mossy rocks, holes up to two 
feet deep, and a lock right hand exit 
turn. All lost points here but enjoyed 
themselves. The Bog was something else. 

The Bog was named last year when 
Helburg was scouting for sections on an 
old wagon road, went off a three foot 
ledge into what appeared to be two 
inches of water and sank up to the gas 
cap. It was immediately staked out as a 
regular section. This year J. Walsh 
(Mon), Expert, tried the original 
Helburg entry route on his second loop. 
He fived but was allowed to pass for fun 
and managed a clean just as a large 
group of less experienced entrants 
arrived. Seeing the beautiful ride of 
Walsh, they were inspired to follow suit, 
with the result of at least one of them 
knocking himself out of the top ten on 
time lost drying out his bike. 

Many of the riders also lost a great 
deal on time by getting lost up on the 
pass. This unfortunately happened to 
Eggar and Belair, of California, who 
would have otherwise finished first and 
second, on the merit of their 
magnificent trap riding. Even with the 
loss of about 50 time penalty points, 
they finished 13th and 20th 
respectively. 

At the end of the second day 
Brokaw, by putting on a tremendous

AMXT WRAP-UP 


Project 71 


Although it didn’t count toward 
world points, the Swiss GP at 
Winterthur included a number of top 
line factory entries from the big 
motocross countries. After a long siege 
of rain, the green track looked inviting 
in the sun and drew a crowd of 32,000. 
Both Barry and I had our problems with 
38 riders to contend with. I got 
sandwiched out in the first corner the 
first leg and had to push off at the tail 
end. I rode hard to place 14th after 
colliding twice with tail runners. Higgins 
on a borrowed bike (Maico) got a good 
start and held to it for a fine eighth 
place. 

Second leg was my turn for a good 

‘sixth place start off the line. It looked 
like I would be able to finish right up 
there until I wiped out my brake lever 
on a tire marker and settled into eighth. 
Meanwhile, Higgins was busy working 
up through the ranks. He had just 
reached the top ten when one of the 
Swedes crashed into him in a corner and 
sent him down off the track into a deep 
ravine. It took four people to haul out 
the bike. The only final result we came 
up with was my 10th overall. Bauer won 
for the day followed by Torsten 
Hallman and Bengt Arne Bonn. 

The next week we shifted only 40 
miles to an international event at 
Schupfart. This track is an ideal 
motocross circuit — no rocks, just 
smooth, sweeping hills. I came through 
with a third the first moto behind the 
Swiss national champion Walter 
Kalberer and Germany’s Christoph

Specht. The next two motos were more 
difficult because of bad starts. While 
working up I slipped out twice and had 
to repass six riders. Both times I 
finished eighth. This gave me a seventh 
overall. Barry had similar start problems 
and wound up 14th and ninth the first 
two motos. The third round just before 
the start the CZ refused to turn over. 
Other riders rode off, and it was three 
laps before Barry got rolling. With such 
bad luck, he still got in there and rode 
for all he was worth. Kalberer took top 
position. 

The tragedy occurred as we were 
forging our way back to France for the 
MotoCross des Nations. It is a difficult 
life over here. The road is longer and 
harder than we are willing to realize. 
Snowflake lapsed into a coma and died 
in the back seat of the car before we 
could get medical assistance. The next 
day the vet told us it was something she 
had eaten containing the microbe 
clostridium septicum, a bacteria -that 
simply was not on the list for 
vaccinations in America. 

AMXT Project 1971 is almost 
complete. We’ll be doing the MotoCross 
des Nations to wind it up this Sunday, 
then head back to the States for the 
Inter-Am series. Plans for Project 1971 
are already under way. When the winter 
passes and spring time comes around 
again, we'll be moving back to Europe, 
forever a bigger AMXT — and 
Snowflake will be waiting for us.
